Public Ownership a Magnificent Asset 


Editor Gazette:—From time iromern 


orial we are told that certain incidents 
in the lives of people or events in tlie 
history of nations have marked changes 
in tbe civilization and development ot 
the world. 
It was in the thirteenth century that 


tho people of England rung from 
the 


then ruling sovereign tbo Mugna 0!mr- 
ta, which alternd the destiny of empires 
and has been tho foundation mck upon 
which all Anglo-Saxon civilization has 
since benn buneii. 
What tliat piece oi 


legislation meant to civilization, in tbe 
broad world's sense, I believe can be 
likened 10 the opportunities made poa- 
rtlble for this community, by the action 
taken by the Borough Council on tlio ev- 
ening of May 21st, whim they pnsfiod tho 
ordinance to give tho people pi this bor- 
ough a chance to get possession and 
own- 


ership of ita first an most important pub- 
lic utility, to wit, the control ot the wa- 
ter supp.y of their town. 


Lot as for a moment review the pecul- 


iar and enviable situation in which tho 
Borough of Bristol at this moment finds 
itself as compared with most borcughs of 
our Stat", which are incorporated under 
our gonoral borough laws. Those towns 
from tlrue to tim«, as their population 
and wealth increased, have made nso of 
tholr borrowing capacity for public im- 
provement until in most eases the bot 
rowing capacity is so nearly exhausted 
ae to be unavailable for public develop- 
ment of any moment. 
But with the Bor 


outfit of Uristol the situation is quite dif- 
furent 
We have suddenly awakened aft- 


er an existence of nearly three hnndred 
years to llnd available for local improve- 
ments a magnificent credit of $175,000, 
at tho (li<posai of the people. What to do 
with this splendid asset of the borough 
has been the uobjoct of constant thpugnt 
on the part of your Borough Council for 
theso muny months, and it was on Mon 
day evening the 21st of May that 
tne 


entire members of Council, together witl 
the Ohiet Burgess of the town, unani- 
mously decided to give tho people of the 
borough an 'opportunity of investing a 
share of this credit ill the first and 
most important necessity of lilo, a plant 
capable of meeting all modern require- 
ments in the direction of pure water 
and 
abundant 
fire 
protection. 
The 


Council recommended the establishment 
of a municipal water plant for the first 
considorntion of the people, not because 
othor questions and other improvements 
wore not desired and necessary for tho 
life of this community and should be 
possessed by our people, but because of 
»11 tho public utilities possible for 
the 


people to PORSCHE none could ho obtained 
which would curry with it lees burden 
in the way of taxation on tlio people 
and at tho same time so essential to the 
further installations of other utilities 
which ans directly dependent upou uses 
of water in their successful operations. 


In offnring 
thin splendid opportunity 


to the 8,000 people of this commnnity to 
become owners of their own water pup- 
ply it is most gratifying to nete that 
the action of Council, composed as tnat 
body is of both political parties, was 
unanimous, Democrats, as well as Re- 
publicans voting for the ordinance. In 
the discussion and arguments which 
will be offered for public consideration 
between JIGW and the 10th July it is to be 
hoped ttutt the one central idea involved 
In this it-sue will bo continually kept in 
view.

Ind added: We shall be glad'to give you 
any furthur information yon. may de- 
sire. 


As you know, we have been in bnsi- 


nese some 25 years, during which time 
we have installed possibly 98 per cent, of 
all the plants in the country. Patent aft- 
er patent has succeeded and improve- 
ment with it, nntil finully we offered a 
type, auch as we will install at Bristol, as 
tho best combination of sedimentation 
and filtration known to us. The agitators 
and strainer lyntems are all patented and 
(he patents are in full force. 
The con- 


troller, loss of head gauges and many of 
,*he other incidentals are patented and 
tome of the patents are quite recent, 
the first plant or a prototype of the Bris- 
tol plant, is the one installed In 1903 at 
Charleston, S.U. It is essentially the name, 
except in capacity, it being 5,000,000 
gallons daily. 
, We are in receipt of a letter from "Mr. 
i. 0. Wood, 0. E., Pennsylvania Build- 
ing, Philadelphia, a tissue of which we 
enclose and a carbon of oar reply to 
lame.

Excessive Taxation Refuted. 


Editor Gazette:—At all times and in 


all ages the question of tax has probably 
caused as much discussion as any other 
economic problem of life, and it is ac- 
cordingly the cause cf no wonderment 
that at this time, when the question of the 
borough bonding itself for $100,000 for 
the purpose nf engaging in the water busi- 
ness with its people, the question of tax 
incidental to the bond issue should be 
the subject of much discussion. 


Now let ns see what the additional 


charges, if any, the people will be called 
upon to bear in the event of tbe borough 
bonding itself for the $100,000 and estab- 
lishing tho proposed water plant; before 
tlio bonds can be issued we are told that 
a tax "equal to and sufficient for the in- 
terest payment and to provide for tbe re- 
tierment of one-thirtieth of the debt each 
your must be levied." This with the as- 
sessed valuation of tbe borough amount- 
ing to nearly $2,500,000 would require 
the levying of a 31 cent tax on the as- 
sessed valuation, which would mean upon 
the home of the working man of tlie 
town whose average assessment would 
probably be $800, about $2.50 a year or 
juafc a fraction over 20c. a month or 6c. 
a week, the price of one cigar. Now it 
is contended by many that a community 
of S,000 people consuming for domestic 
purposes 400,000 gallons of water a day 
should derive sufficient money from the 
sale of tbis water to its people, if sold at 
prices prevailing in competing commun- 
ities, to provide for tbe operating expen- 
ses and tho interest and sinking fund ne- 
cessary to meet the requirements of the 
bond iesue. 
If this view of the case is 


correct then the borough would derive 
from its works over and above the operat- 
ing expenses, the sum equal to the pro- 
ceeds of the 31c. special tax before re- 
ferred to, which it could turn into the 
treasury for general borough purposes, 
and tbe working man of the town whose 
property is now assessed at $800 for 
which he is now paying a 75c. borough 
tax on each $100 
assessed valuation 


would, iu all probaility, have his bor- 
ough tax reduced to 45c., so that his 
special tax of 31c. and his borough tax of 
45c. 
would be no higher than he is now 


paying for general borough purposes. 


While upon the question of tax it 


might be well to state the powers of 
Council in reference to thia most import- 
ant matter. The Acts of Assembly gov- 
erning the taxing powers of boroughs 
provides that "in no borough a tax great- 
er than one per cent, of the assessed valu- 
ation can be levied tor the general pur- 
poses of tho borough by Councils," and 
that no increase over thiee-fonrths of one 
per cent of tbe assessed valuation, (equal 
to 75c. on the $100of assessed valuation,) 
can be levied without a two-third vote of 
Councils. Thus it is clearly shown that 
were tlie Borough Councils disposed to 
'•harnss"tho property owners of the town 
with what ia referred to as "excessive 
taxes." the limit of their power so to do 
would be 1 per cent of tbe assessed valu- 
ation and that only after a two-third 
vote of Council is obtained would it be 
possible to increase the rate of tax from 
Tfic to $1 00 on assessed valuation of $100. 
With the present borough tax 76c. on 
the $100 assessed valuation, .and a two- 
third majority of Council in tavor of 
$1.00 
tax, which would be the legal lim- 


it, the greatest possible increase to tbe 
working man of the borough whose as- 
sessment is $800 would mean $2.00 per 
year or a little more than IBc. a month 
or 4c. a week, the price of one cigar. 


I might also add that in the event of 


the people desiring to establish their 
own water plant, the management of 
which would be in the hands of Council, 
that should Council elect to levy an ad- 
ditional M of 1 per cent, tax 
over tlie 


7Bc rate which has prevailed for many 
years the sum of money thus derived 
from the increase of 25c on the 100 of 
assested valuation would pay all the op- 
erating expense*! of the Municipal Water 
Plant, thus enabling the borough to 
give to its people water for 
nothing 


and tlie working man whose house is as- 
sessed at $800 by the payment in tax of 
52.50 represented by tbe Sic special tax 
for interest on $100,000 bond issue and 
retirement of 1-30 of same each year and 
Ihe raising of borough tax from 75c to 
$1.00 on |100 assessed valuation making 
» total increase of $4.50 a year would 
'lave an abundant supply of pure water 
and adequate fire protection free, and in 
thirty years the borough would own clear 
ihe water plant, whereas today he cannot 
lave one draw in the house from the Bris- 
tol Water Company without paying $7 
per year for this service.

It i 
presumable that no one would wish to us 
water from an nnwhole&ome source ani 
the Board of Health has no jurisdictioi 
over any otner. 
The act of the borougl 


furnishing tne supply does not cliang 
the power of the board.

attacks are unjust. 
The ordinary corpor- 


ation servant thinks that it is impossible 
to please; he must earn dividends for bis 
stockholders and directors and he ends 
by liatiog the public and disregarding it 
and its Interests. 


From the day Theodore Spencer became 


general manager of tbis territory a change 
was apparent. 
He invited just criticism 


he sought out the weak spots; met tbe 
people who had complaints eagerly, cor- 
dially, honestly; certified errors with the 
utmost alacrity; removed defects the in- 
stant they were brought to his notice 
declared by word and act that he recog- 
nized to the full not merely bis duty to 
his employers but that great, broad duty 
tn the public which he was trying with 
all his heart to serve. The representatives 
of trade bodies and other organizations, 
which had been fighting tbe comany from 
year to year, were rather dumfounded al 
first .by this attitude of a simple-minded, 
direct honesty; somewhat suspicious oi 
the profession and even of tbe application 
to the business couduct of a public util- 
ity of this "fidelity to high and true prin- 
ciples:" but in the end they,became bis 
fast friends and admirers and are now 
the first to say that tbis summing up of 
his ideals, aims and rule of conduct is 
not the mere jargon of perfunctory lau- 
dation, but sober, incontestable truth: 


—"honesty, 
justice and truth. One 


and thn same conception of moral duty 
must control man's conduct as an indi- 
vidual and as one of a collective body. 
Corporate honesty is no less essential 
than individual honesty. To deal justly 
with the pnblic is quite as necessary as 
to deal justly with any single member of 
toe public."

tions and public utilities shall adopt a 
higher and a better standard of service 
to the public and in the methods of ful- 
filling the trust due to investors. He was' 
in a sense a kincl-of pioneer. He adopted 
hie simple plau by intuition and be- 
cause he could do no other way, and not 
the least impressive result of his lifework 
is the spectacle of those young men who 
were brought under his influence declar- 
ing with solemn earnestness that they do 
not consider their work as a "mere job."

ed the late Theodore Spencer.
